of the planet earth available for mon- 
etary use is less than eleven billion 
dollars. 


The liability of the banks in the 


United. SUites to stockholders and de- 
positors exceed fourteen billion dollars. 


The yearly increase in bank depos- 


its in this country alone is far greater 
that the world's yearly production of 
gold and silver combined. 


It may be that financial obligations 


are increasing forty times faster than 
the production of gold that they will 
keep quiet and allow the production of 
both metals to Increase as rapidly as 
possible.

Rich Shipment Made From Ingalls 


Mine and Big Bovee Strike is 


Talk of the Camp 


Mining: men In the White Horse dis- 


trict are awaiting with much . interest 
a .report on the return of 'three ship- 
ments of exceptionally rich ore made 
by J. A. Ingalls, from his original dis- 
covery mine, the wealth of which first 
attracted general attention of the min- 
ing world to the new bonanza camp. 


Mr. Ingalls made three shipments of 


four tons each to the Bingham Smelter 
at Salt Lake, 'the second to the San 
Francisco smelter and a third .to the 
Western Ore Purchasing Company in 
this city. The shipment'was made in 
15 pound sacks, and was sorted out 
and graded into three classes of ore. 


While Mr. Ingalls was. quite re'ti- 


cent regarding making any statement 
regarding his • expectations of his re- 
turns, it Is believed that the ore' will 
all average largely in excess of $1000 
per ton. 


"From the first," said Mr. Ingalls, 


speaking of the matter last night. '1 
have been very careful not to exagger- 
ate either the contents of our prop- 
erty or any of the other mines in the 
district. I believe that no'thing Is to 
be gained by making enlarged reports, 
and I would prefer to wait until we re- 
ceive a report from the ore before 
making any statement. 


"In making the three shipments we 


are experimenting with a view to de- 
termining the

advantageous 


point for making shipments of this 
kind. We expect to get returns tomor- 
row from the shipments-made to the 
Western Ore Purchasing Company. 


"For some time past our attention 


has been devoted to blocking out and 
developing the property. From now on 
regular shipments will be made from 
the mine."

will have to handle even more than

of earth. In 


building the dam fully 500 cubic yards 
of cement wl!J be used. 


There will be constructed above the 


dam a concrete bridge, which will he 
the passage way between 'the Tavern 
and Tahoe City. The bridge will be 
a model in every particular. It will 
span the canal which will be 2200 feet 
long from the dam proper to the shore 
of the lake. By constructing the dam 
'the distance from Lake Tahoe the 
government will be able to 'draw at 
least twelve.feet more water from/the 
lake and thus obviate the necessity 
of building a big reservoir and rais- 
ing the water twelve feet, as was first 
contemplated. If the government had 
iroceeded at first suggested fully $2,- 
000,000 worth of property would have 
been damaged. 


It has been repeatedly 
suggested 


in 'this community that the government 
purchase the big -dam owned by F. 
Fleishhacker, the millionaire owner of 
the Flortston paper mills. The gov- 
ernment offered Flelshhacker $100,000 
for his dam and water rights, but he 
refused to accept.it. When the govern 
ment completes the new dam it Is how 
building it will draw the water from 
'the Fleishhacker dam by constructing 
a fence extending past the natural out- 
let of the lake. It is reported that 
Fleishhacker has said the government 
will have a law suit on its hands if 
it attempts to draw the -water away 
form its natural course.
